To  THE  Honorable 

THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY 

OF  MARYLAND  : 

The  Board  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  created  and 
appointed  by  jour  Honorable  Body  by  the  provisions  of  the 
4th  Article  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  sections  806, 
&c.,  deem  it  their  duty  respectfully  to  report. 

That  the  said  Board  was  duly  organized,  and  entered  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties.  For  full  information  respect- 
ing all  their  proceedings  to  the  1st  of  January,  1861,  they 
respectfully  ask  leave  to  submit  to  your  Honorable  Body^  as 
a  part  of  this  report,  the  accompanying  copy  of  a  report, 
made  by  the  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  821st  section  of  the 
Article  of  the  Code  above  mentioned,  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  in  January  last.  It  should  have  been  stated  in  said 
last  mentioned  report,  that  the  Board  had  likewise  performed 
the  duties  imposed  upon  them  in  reference  to  elections  by 
sections  199,  &c.,  of  the  same  article  of  the  Code.  The 
City  had  been  divided  into  election  precincts.  Judges  and 
Clerks  of  Election  appointed,  and  all  the  duties  of  the  Board 
with  regard  to  holding  elections  had  been  performed.  An 
election  was  held  in  the  City  on  the  10th  day  of  October, 
1860,  for  a  Mayor  and  for  members  of  both  branches  of  the 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  another  was  held  on  the  6th 
day  of  November  following,  for  electors  of  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States.  The  Board  have  great 
satisfaction  in  stating,  that  on  both  those  days  the  utmost 
quiet  and  good  order  were  preserved  throughout  the  City, 


that  none  of  the  polls  were  in  any  manner  obstructed,  and 
that  not  a  single  complaint  was  either  then,  or  has  subse- 
quently, been  made,  that  any  person  desiring  to  vote  was, 
at  either  election,  impeded  or  hindered  in  presenting  himself 
before  the  judges  and  voting  with  perfect  freedom  for  whom- 
soever he  thought  j)roper,  if  the  judges  found  him  to  be  a 
legal  voter. 

The  Board  continued  from  the  date  of  their  above  report 
to  exercise  their  regular  functions  until  Friday  the   19th 
April.     On  that  day  a  large  detachment  of,  it  is  understood 
about  1800  men   of  the  Massachusetts  and   Pennsylvania 
Militia  arrived  in  the  forenoon  in  the  City,  via  the  Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington  and  Baltimore  Kailroad.     No  member  of 
the  Board  of  Police  had  any  information  that  these  troops 
were  expected  on  that  day,  until  from  half  an  hour  to  one 
hour  of  the  time  at  which  they  were  to  arrive.     The  Mar- 
shal of  Police  was  immediately  notified,  and  called  out  at 
once  a  large  portion  of  his  force  to  preserve  order  during 
their  transit  through  the  City.     When  they  arrived,  there 
were  manifestations  of  a  disposition  to  interfere  with  their 
passage,    and   after   some    had  been    transported  by   cars 
through  the  streets  to  the  Washington   Depot,  obstructions 
were  placed  on  the  track  in  the   City,  which  stopped  the 
progress  of  the  remainder,  these  alighted,  to  march  to  the 
Depot,  and  to  prevent  any  diffiulty  the  Mayor  placed  him- 
self at  their  head,  and  they  thus  proceeded  on  their  route. 
Missiles  were  notwithstanding  thrown  at  the  troops,  and 
some  of  them  were  injured,  their  assailants  were  fired  upon, 
and  in  some  instances,  with  fatal  effect.     An   intense  and 
irrepressible  feeling  appeared  to  be  at  once  aroused,  and 
repeated  conflicts  between  parties  of  citizens  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts troops  took  place,  several  being  killed  on  both  sides. 
The  Marshal  who  had  been  on   active  duty  at  the  Camden 
Street  Depot,  and  did  not  know  that  these  troops  were  on 
their  route  or  expected,  hearing"  of  this,  hastened  to  meet 
them  with  a  force  of  the  Police,  and  under  their  escort  they 
reached  the  Washington  Depot,  and  after  some  delay^  the 
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train  finally  started  for  Washington  ;  attempts  were  made 
to  hinder  it,  by  placing  obstructions  on  the  track  of  the 
Rail  Road,  but  by  the  interference  of  the  police  these  were 
soon  removed. 

The  City  authorities  were  meanwhile  informed  that  there 
had  been  another  arrival  of  military,  who  were  then  at 
the  Philadelphia  Depot.  The  Marshal  of  Police  hastened 
to  that  point,  and  as  it  was  impossible  for  them  at  that  time 
to  be  taken  through  the  streets,  without  a  general  and 
bloody  conflict,  he  protected  them  with  a  party  of  his  Police, 
until  they  were  sent  back  by  the  Rail  Road  Company  in 
the  cars  to  Havre  de  G-race.  During  the  afternoon  and 
night  a  large  number  of  stragglers  from  some  of  the  above 
datachments  of  troops  sought  the  aid  and  protection  of  the 
Police ;  they  were  safely  cared  for  at  the  several  station- 
houses,  and  were  sent  off  in  security,  by  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunity to  Havre  de  Grrace  or  Philadelphia  in  the  cars. 

The  same  night  the  Board  had  a  meeting,  when  the 
opinion  was  unanimously  expressed^  that  it  was  utterly  im- 
possible from  the  state  of  the  public  mind,  that  any  more 
forces  from  other  States,  could  by  any  probability,  then  pass 
through  the  City  to  "Washington,  without  a  fierce  and 
bloody  conflict  at  every  step  of  their  progress,  and  that 
whatever  might  be  the  result,  great  loss  of  life,  and  immi- 
nent danger  to  the  safety  of  the  City,  would  necessarily 
ensue.  The  Board  were  equally  unanimous  in  their  judgment 
that  as  good  citizens,  it  was  their  duty  to  the  City,  and  to 
the  State  of  Maryland,  to  adopt  any  measures  whatsoever, 
that  might  be  necessary  at  such  a  juncture,  to  prevent  the 
immediate  arrival  in  the  City  of  further  bodies  of  troops, 
from  the  Eastern  or  Northern  States,  though  the  object  of 
the  latter  might  be  solely  to  pass  through  the  City.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  most  feasible,  if  not  the  most  practicable 
mode,  of  thus  stopping  for  a  time,  the  approach  of  such 
troops,  would  be  to  obstruct  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington 
and  Baltimore  and  the  Northern  Central  Rail  Roads,  by  dis- 
abling some  of  the  bridges  on  both   roads.     His  Honor  the 


Mayor  stated  to  the  Board,  tliat  his  Excellency  the  Grover- 
nor,  with  whom  he  had  a  few  minutes  before  been  in  consul- 
tation in  the  presence  of  several  citizens  concurred  in  these 
views,  they  were  likewise  those  of  the  Board,  and  instruc- 
tions were  given  for  carrying  them  into  effect.  This  was 
accordingly  done.  The  injury  thus  done  on  the  Rail  Eoads 
amounted  to  but  a  few  thousand  dollars  on  each  ;  subsequent- 
ly as  has  been  stated,  further  and  greater  damage  was  done 
to  other  structures  on  the  Eoads  by  parties  in  the  country  or 
others,  but  this  was  without  the  sanction  or  authority  of  the 
Board,  and  they  have  no  accurate  information  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  absolute  necessity  of  the  measures  thus  deter- 
mined upon  by  the  Governor,  Mayor  and  Police  Board,  is 
fully  illustrated  by  the  fact,  that  early  on  Sunday  morning, 
reliable  information  reached  the  City,  of  the  presence  of  a 
large  body  of  Pennsylvania  troops  amounting  to  about 
twenty-four  hundred  men,  had  reached  Ashland  near 
Cockeysville,  by  the  way  of  the  Northern  Central  Eail 
Eoad,  and  were  stopped  in  their  progress  towards  Baltimore, 
by  the  partial  destruction  of  the  Ashland  Bridge.  Every 
intelligent  citizen  at  all  acquainted  with  the  state  of  feeling 
then  existing,  must  be  satisfied,  that  if  these  troops  had  at- 
tempted to  march  through  the  City,  an  immense  loss  of  life 
would  have  ensued,  in  the  conflict  which  would  neces- 
sarily have  taken  place.  The  bitter  feelings  already  engen- 
dered^ would  have  been  intensely  increased  by  such  a  conflict ; 
all  attempts  at  conciliation  would  have  been  vain,  and 
terrible  destruction  would  have  been  the  consequence,  if  as 
is  certain,  other  bodies  of  troops  had  insisted  upon  forcing 
their  way  through  the  City. 

The  tone  of  the  whole  of  the  Northern  press,  and  of  the 
mass  of  the  population,  was  violent  in  the  extreme.  Incur- 
sions upon  our  City  were  daily  threatened,  not  only  by  troops 
in  the  service  of  the  Federal  Grovernment,  but  by  the  vilest 
and  most  reckless  desperadoes,  acting  independently,  and, 
as  they  threatened,  in  despite  of  the  Government,  backed  by 
well  known  influential  citizens,  and  sworn  to  the  commission 


of  all  kinds  of  excesses.  In  short  every  possible  effort  was 
made  to  alarm  this  community.  In  this  condition  of  things, 
the  Board  felt  it  to  be  their  solemn  duty  to  continue  the 
organization  "which  had  already  been  commenced^  for  the 
purpose  of  assuring  the  people  of  Baltimore  that  no  effort 
would  be  spared  to  protect  all  within  its  borders  to  the  full 
extent  of  their  ability.  All  the  means  employed  were 
devoted  to  this  end^  and  with  no  view  of  producing  a  colli- 
sion with  the  General  Grovernment,  which  the  Board  were 
particularly  anxious  to  avoid,  and  an  arrangement  was  hap- 
pily effected  by  the  Mayor  with  the  General  Government 
that  no  troops  should  be  passed  through  the  City.  As  an 
evidence  of  the  determination  of  the  Board  to  prevent  such 
collision,  a  sufficient  guard  was  sent  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Fort  McHenry  several  nights,  to  arrest  all  parties  who  might 
be  engaged  in  a  threatened  attack  upon  it,  and  a  steam-tug 
was  employed,  properly  manned,  to  prevent  any  hostile 
demonstration  upon  the  receiving-ship  Alleghany,  lying  at 
anchor  in  the  harbor,  of  all  which  the  United  States  officers 
in  command  were  duly  notified. 

Property  of  various  descriptions,  belonging  to  the  Govern- 
ment and  individuals,  was  taken  possession  of  by  the  Police 
force,  with  a  view  to  its  security.  The  best  care  has  been 
taken  of  it.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  discover  the 
rightful  owners,  and  a  portion  of  it  has  already  been  for- 
warded to  order  ;  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
Government  agents  satisfactory  to  them,  for  the  portion 
belonging  to  it,  and  the  balance  is  held  subject  to  the  order 
of  its  owners. 

Amidst  all  the  excitement  and  confusion  which  have  since 
prevailed,  the  Board  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
good  order  and  peace  of  the  City  have  been  preserved  to  an 
extraordinary  degree.  Indeed,  to  judge  from  the  accounts 
given  by  the  press  of  other  cities,  of  what  has  been  the  state 
of  things  in  their  own  communities,  Baltimore,  during  the 
whole  of  the  past  week,  and  up  to  this  date,  will  compare 
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favorably,  as  to  tlie  protection  whicli  persons  and  property 
have  enjoyed,  with  any  other  large  City  in  the  United 
States. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

REPORT 


OP  THE 


BOARD  OF  POLICE. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council : 

The  Board  of  Police  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  have  the  honor, 
in  obedience  to  the  provisions  of  Sec.  821  of  the  4th  Article  of 
the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  to  report : 

That  the  Commissioners,  named  in  Section  807  of  said  arti- 
cle, met  on  the  6th  day  of  February  last,  and  organized  the 
Board  of  Police  by  taking  and  subscribing  the  several  oaths 
prescribed  by  law.  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  had  been 
invited  to  attend  the  meeting,  but  he  declined  to  do  so,  or  to 
recognize  the  Board  as  clothed  with  any  lawful  authority  ;  as 
he  was  advised  by  counsel,  that  the  act  creating  the  Board 
was  unconstitutional,  and  therefore  void.  The  Marshal  and 
Deputy  Marshal  of  the  City  Police,  in  like  manner,  refused 
to  attend  upon  or  pay  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  Board, 
alleging  that  they  considered  themselves  as  acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, the  Board,  whilst  taking  measures  to  procure, 
with  as  little  delay  as  practicable,  a  decision  by  the  proper 
judicial  tribunals  of  the  important  questions  at  issue,  deemed 
it  their  duty  to  forbear  any  other  attempt,  to  exercise  in  the 
meanwhile  the  high  power  vested  in  them.  Proceedino-s 
were  accordingly  instituted,  in  the  mode  designated  by  the 
law  ;  and  the  counsel  for  the  city  having  expressed  their  de- 


gire  to  have  a  final  decision  upon  them  obtained  as  soon  a^ 
possible  ;  all  the  points  raised  in  the  case  were  fully  and 
elaborately  arg-ued  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  city. 
On  the  13th  of  March  that  court  pronounced  its  opinion,  en- 
tirely sustaining  the  constitutionality  and  validity  of  the 
law,  and  rendered  judgment  accordingly.  An  appeal  having 
been  taken,  the  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  was,  on  the 
I'Zth  of  April,  unanimously  affirmed  by  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

On  the  rendition  of  this  judgment  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
promptly  surrendered  to  the  Board  the  station  houses,  arms, 
equipments,  &c.,  provided  for  the  use  of  the  Police  force  pre-^ 
viously  established  by  the  city,  and  on  the  21st  of  April  the 
said  force  passed  under  the  sole  and  exclusive  management  of 
the  Board  of  Police.  On  the  7th  of  May  the  Board  revoked 
all  the  commissions  previously  given  by  the  city  authorities, 
and  gave  new  appointments  to  the  officers  and  men  whom  they 
had  selected,  and  they  continued  to  exercise  their  authority 
over  the  force  according  to  law,  making  such  changes  in  the 
composition  of  the  same  by  removals  and  new  appointments  as 
they  deemed  advisable,  urtil  the  3d  day  of  October,  when 
they  publicly  declared  by  advertisement  in  the  newspapers, 
that  the  organization  of  the  Police  force,  created  by  the  au-^ 
thority  of  the  State,  was  complete. 

The  Board  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  introduction  of 
the  new  system,  which  it  was  made  their  duty  to  inaugurate, 
was  followed  by  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general  good 
order  of  the  city,  and  a  cessation  of  those  scenes  of  riotous  and 
lawless  violence  which  were  before  of  such  constant  occur- 
rence in  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the  city,  as  well  as 
on  private  premises.  The  efficiency  of  the  present  Police  sys- 
tem for  the  preservation  of  order,  has  been,  since  its  establish- 
ment, well  tested.  The  visits  of  strangers  of  high  public 
j)ositions,  under  circumstances  which  attracted  large  crowds^ 
to  the  city.  The  holding  of  several  political  conventions  of 
delegates  from  every  part  of  the  country,  in  who&eproceedings 
the  most  intense  interest  was  felt,  and  the  occurrence  of  two 
important  elections,  have  all  taken  place  without  any  seri- 
ous disturbance  or  breach  of  the  peace.  In  this  respect  the 
most  sanguine  hopes  of  those  who  antici|)ated  such  results 
from  the  organization  of  a  Police  force,  entirely  disconnected 
with,  and  independent  of  the  influence  of  any  political  party, 
have  been  fully  realized. 

Crimes  of  other  descriptions,  the  Board  regret  to  say,  con- 
tinue to  be  far  too  prevalent  in  the  city.  Burglars  and 
thieves  pursue  their  avocations,  and  in  many  instances  have 
as  yet  escaped  detection.  The  Board  have  given  much  at- 
tention to  this  subject,  and  have  adopted  such  measures  as 


seem  to  tliem  best  calculated  to  arrest  the  evil.  Diligent  oV 
•servation  is  kept  hj  tlie  police  upon  those  in  the  community 
who  are  known  to  lead  dissolute  and  profligate  lives,  -without 
having  or  being  able  to  show  any  visible  means  of  support ; 
and  in  all  such  cases  the  provisions  of  the  Vagrant  Act  will 
continue  to  be  rigidly  enforced.  Other  steps  have  also  been 
taken,  which  the  Board  trust  will  have  the  effect  of  detecting 
and  bringing  to  justice  the  perpetrators  of  such  crimes. 

The  experience  of  the  Board  has  already  satisfied  them  that 
improvements  may  be  made   in  the  present  Police   system, 
which  would  much  increase  its  efficiency.      Some   of  these 
would  require,  before  they  could  be  adopted,  alteration  in  the 
Law  of  the  State  under  which  the  force  is  organized.     Of  such 
the  Board  do  not  propose  now  to  speak,  preferring  to  wait  un- 
til time  shall   more  fully  test  the  correctness  of  their  views. 
There  are  others  of  an  important  character,  which  the  Board 
have  had  under  consideration,  and   which  they  have  already 
■sufficient  authority  to  make  ;  but   they   have  refrained   from 
■doing  so  as  yet  on  account  of  the  additional  expense  in  which 
they  would  involve  the  city.     The  chief  of  these  would  be  to 
increase  the  number,  and  improve  the  condition  of  the  station 
houses,  none  of  which  are  suitable  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  designed.     They  neither  afford  sufficient  accommo- 
dation for  the  number  of  men  now  employed  on  the  force,  nor 
for  the  detention,  in  a  proper  manner,  of  persons   taken  to 
them,  charged  with  various  offences,  of  Very  different  grades. 
The  drunkard,  in  a  disgusting  state  of  intoxication  ;  the  com- 
mon loafer,  whether  white  or  colored  ;  the  suspected  murder- 
er, or  other  felon  ;  the  respectable  and  orderly  citizen,  who 
may,  in  a  moment  of  excitement,  have  committed  an  offence 
against  the  laws,  have  all   to  be  treated  alike,  and   detained 
in  the  same  description  of  cells,  and  those  by   no  means  of  a 
■suitable   description.     There   surely  ought  to  be  j)rovision 
made  which  would  allow  of  some  classification  being  made  of 
parties  detained  in  custody  at  the  station  houses.     The  Board 
are  also  satisfied  that  the  number  of  the  station  houses  should 
be  at  least  doubled.     The  extent  of  the  city  is  now   so   great 
that  many  portions  of  it  are  far  removed  from  any  of  the  sta- 
tion houses  ;  and,  when   an   officer  makes   an   arrest,  much 
time  is  necessarily  lost  whilst  he  is  taking  his  prisoner  to  one 
of  the  stations  and  returning  to  his  proper  post.     The  Board 
deem  it  highly  important  that,  whenever  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  city  may  justify  such  a  measure,  an  entire  change 
should  be  made  in  the  present  division  of  the  same   into  po- 
lice districts,  and  new  and  additional   station    houses  should 
foe  provided. 


Many  complaints  have  been  made  to  tlie  Board  of  tlae  in-' 
conveniences  to  which,  citizens  are  subjected  by  the  strict  en^ 
forcement  of  various  city  ordinances,    when  there  is,   in  par- 
ticular instances,  no  apparent  necessity  for  requiring  them  to 
be  literally  observed,  a,nd  where  individuals  are  subjected  to 
serious  interruption  and  embarrassments  in  their  business  by 
being  required  rigidly  to  conform  to  them.     It  cannot  be  de- 
nied that  cases  have  been  presented  in  which  the  violation  of 
an  ordinance  would  seem  not  in  any  manner  to  affect  either 
the  public  or  any  individual  injuriously.     For  instance,  whilst 
the  ordinances  respecting  obstructions  in  streets  are  necessa- 
rily general  in  their  provisionSj  there  are  some  portions  of 
itreets,  near  ship-yards,   and  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City, 
vhich  are  scarcely  ever  used  except  by  the  owners  of  property 
routing  upon  them,   who  have  long  been  in  the  habit   of 
aaking  use  of  such  streets,  in  a   manner  prohibited  by  the 
rdinances,    but   without  complaint   being  made  from  any 
uarter.     In  such  cases,  it  has  for  many  years  past  been  the 
•ractice  of  successive  Mayors  of  the  City,  to  give  directions  to 
he  Police  not  to  enforce  the  ordinances,   and  sometimes  to 
;ive  permit  to  parties  who  applied  for  the  privilege  of  acting 
ontrary  to  their  letter.     If,    at  the  instance   of  individuals, 
)roceedings  were  instituted  against  such  person  to  recover  the 
)enalties  incurred,   which  it  is  believed  has  seldom  or  ever 
lappened,  the   city's   portion   of  the  tine  imposed  would   of 
;ourse  be  remitted.     Numerous  applications  have  been  made 
0  the  Board  to  give,  in  like  manner,  instructions  to  the  po- 
ice  to  refrain  from  enforcing  the  ordinances    in  special  cases. 
But,  whatever  grounds  there  might  have  been  for  a  Mayor  of 
-he  city,  as  being  a  part  of  the  Legislature,  as  well  as  the 
chief  executive  authority  of  the  Corporation,  assuming  to  ex- 
ercise such  powers,  it  seems  very  clear  that  the  Board  of 
Police  can  with  no  propriety  undertake  to  do  the  same.     It  is 
made  expressly  their  duty  by  the  law  creating  the  Board  to 
' 'enforce  all  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  which  may  be  jDroper- 
ly  enforceable  by  a  police  force,''   and  this  they  must  do  in 
all  cases  alike. 

In  the  account  of  the  disbursements  of  the  Board,  which 
accompanies  this  report,  will  be  found  a  charge  for  "pay  and 
expenses  of  detectives,"  whilst  on  the  roll  of  the  force  no 
names  appear  of  persons  employed  in  that  capacity.  The 
Board  have  made  no  permanent  appointments  of  detectives, 
but  have,  from  time  to  time,  temporarily  engaged  suitable 
persons  to  act  as  such.  They  respectfully  submit  that  they 
deem  it  important  for  the  detection  and  prevention  of  crime, 
that  they  should,  as  occasion  may  require,  engage  the  ser- 
■yices  of  confidential  agents  ;  but  that  the  efficiency  and  use- 


fulness  of  tlie  latter  would  often  be  impaired,  if  not  destroyed, 
if  their  names  and  the  nature  of  their  employment  Avere  made 
public.  The  Board  have  therefore  thought  it  proper,  not  to 
place  upon  the  regular  rolls  of  the  force,  any  of  the  persons 
whom  they  have  thus  employed. 

In  th«  communication  acklressed  to  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council,  on  tlie  18th  of  April  last,  it  was  stated  that 
the  estimates  then  presented  by  the  Board,  for  the  ensuing 
twelve  months,  did  not  include  the  cost  of  such  arms  as 
would  be  required  for  the  police  force,  it  being  presumed  that 
those  which  had  been  provided  by  the  city  for  the  police  or- 
^ganized  under  its  authority,  and  which  were  by  law  to  be 
delivered  over  to  the  Board  of  Police,  were  of  a  kind  and 
■description,  and  wer«  in  such  proper  order  and  condition  as 
would  be  required  by  the  Board  ;  audit  was  anticipated  that, 
^should  such  prove  not  to  be  the  case,  the  Board  would  be 
compelled  to  make  a  further  and  special  requisition  for  the 
funds  needed  to  procure  a  further  supply.

-and  Equipments  for  the  Police  Force,"  is  included  the 
amount  of'$2,418  paid  for  new  arms.  These  have,  however, 
been  paid  for  -out  of  the  monies  already  received  from  the  city, 
without  its  having  as  yet  been  necessary  to  make  any  further 
requisition  to  defray  their  cost.

D,  the  number  of  arrests  made,  and  for  what  offences,  du- 
ring each  month  of  the  past  year.  Those  for  the  first  four 
months  are  taken  from  the  books  of  the  late  Marshal,  Mr. 
Benjamin  F.  Herring,  and  the  remainder  from  the  reports 
;-made  to  the  present  Marshal,  Col.  Kane.

RULES  AKD  REGULATION'S 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF   THE 

PERMANENT  POLICE  FORCE 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  BALTIMOEE. 


The  ''Board  of  Police  of  tlie  City  of  Baltimore"  are 
cliargecl,  among  other  high  and  responsible  duties,  with  those 
.of  preserving  the  public  peace,  j)reventing  crime,  and  arrest- 
ing offenders,  and  protecting  the  rights  of  persons  and  pro- 
perty, at  all  times  of  the  day  and  night,  within  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  as  well  on  water  as  on  land. 
To  enable  them  to  discharge  their  duties,  they  have  been  en- 
trusted with  all  powers  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Legis- 
lature, were  deemed  necessary  or  proper. 

The  Board  are  authorized  and  required  to  appoint,  enroll, 
and  employ  a  permanent  police  force,  which  they  shall  equij) 
and  arm,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary,  and  to  make  all  such 
rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistant  with  the  law  creating 
the  Board  as  they  may  judge  necessary  for  the  appointment, 
employment,  uniforming,  discipline,  trial  and  government  of 
the  police.  In  discharging  this  duty,  it  has  been  the  desire 
of  the  Board  to  call  into  the  public  service  a  body  of  men, 
whose  individual  character  and  habits  of  life  will  afford  a 
guarantee  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties, 
and  for  their  cheerful  and  cordial  co-operation  with  the  Board 
in  executing,  according  to  its  spirit  as  well  as  letter,  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law,  under  which  they  are  alike  appointed. 

In  preparing  the  following  rules  and  regulations,  which 
are  hereby  prescribed  for  the  discipline  and  government  of 
.the  police  force,  the  Board  of  Police  have  had  in  view  the 
si^agle  object  of  raising  to  the  highest  standard  the  efficiency 


30 

and  respectability  of  the  entire  force,  and  are  satisfied  tliat  a 
strict  and  rigid  observance  of  tbem  \)j  every  member  of  tbe 
police  will  materially  tend  to  tbis  result.  Sucb  alterations 
and  modifications  of  tliem  as  experience  may  demonstrate  to 
tlie  Board  to  be  advisable,  will  from  time  to  time  be  made. 
But  until  so  altered,  a  literal  and  punctilious  adherence  to 
them  will  be  positively  required  ;  and  it  will  be  expected 
that  every  member  of  the  force  will  give  his  willing  and  zeal- 
ous aid  in  carrying  out  the  views  of  the  Board  and  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 


1.  The  marshal,  deputy  marshal,  captains,  lieutenants, 
sergeants  and  turnkeys,  first  appointed,  will  hold  their  of- 
fices until  the  10th  day  of  March,  1861,  and  until  they  be 
re-appointed,  or  their  successors  shall  have  duly  qualified. 
They  are  hereafter  to  be  appointed  for  one  year  from  and  af- 
ter the  10th  day  of  March  next  ensuing  the  date  of  appoint- 
ment. They  shall  at  any  time  be  removable  by  the  Board 
for  cause. 

2.  The  policemen  shall  be  employed,  as  the  law  prescribes 
for  five  years  on  the  permanent  police,  and  any  such  police- 
man whose  term  of  service  shall  expire,  and  who,  during  his 
appointment,  shall  have  faithfully  performed  his  duty,  shall 
be  j)referred  by  the  Board  in  making  their  new  appointments. 
Policemen  shall  be  subject  to  removal  only  for  cause,  after 
hearing  by  the  Board. 

3.  All  the  officers  and  men  of  the  police  force  shall  demote 
their  entire  time  to  their  duties  as  such,  and  are  prohibited 
from  engaging  in  any  other  business.  Though  they  will  be 
divided  into  sections,  and  assigned  in  rotation  for  active  ser- 
vice, they  are  to  be  considered  as  always  on  duty,  and  liable 
to  be  called  on  at  any  moment.  They  are  therefore  required 
invariably  to  wear  their  uniform  dress  when  they  appear  in 
public,  unless  they  are  under  suspension,  or  have  the  writ- 
ten authority  of  the  Board  of  Police  for  a  definite  period  of 
time  to  appear  in  plain  dress,  during  which  time  they  will 
be  relieved  from  duty,  unless  specially  called  on  by  an  of- 
ficer of  higher  grade  to  execute  the  laws  or  preserve  the 
peace. 

4.  No  member  of  the  police  force  will  be  allowed  to  wear 
any  insignia  of  office,  or  embellishment  of  any  part  of  the 
uniform,  other  than  such  as  the  regulations  of  the  Board 
may  prescribe. 
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5.  Captains,  lieutenants,  sergeants  and  policemen,  when- 
ever on  an  actual  tour  of  service,  shall  wear  the  shield  or 
badge,  on  the  outside  of  the  outermost  garment,  over  the  left 
breast,  so  that  the  entire  surface  of  the  shield  shall  always  be 
distinctly  visable.  At  all  other  times  they  will  carry  it  with 
them,  and  if  called  on  to  do  active  duty  they  shall  immediate- 
ly place  it  over  the  breast  as  above. 

6.  All  arms,  equipments,  insignia  of  ofiice,  boohs  of  regu- 
lations, and  other  property  of  every  description  of  the  city  ©f 
Baltimore  or  of  the  Board  of  Police,  which  have  been  fur- 
nished to  any  member  of  the  police  force,  and  which  are  isot 
required  to  be  paid  for  by  him,  must  immediately  upon  his 
ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  it,  be  returned  in  good  order,  ordi- 
nary wear  and  tear  excepted,  to  a  captain  of  the  district  ta 
which  such  member  may  have  been  attached. 

Y.  Every  member  of  the  force  must  appear  at  all  times  neat 
and  cleanly  in  his  person  in  all  respects,  with  his  uniform 
and  equipments  in  perfect  order.  His  hair  and  beard  must 
be  kept  neatly  cut  and  trimmed,  and  proper  regard  paid  tc 
the  bathing  of  the  person.  All  inspections  at  the  station- 
houses  or  elsewhere,  will  embrace  all  the  above  particulars. 

8.  Whilst  firm  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  officers; 
and  men  of  the  police  force  must  at  all  times  be  civil  and  or- 
derly, must  maintain  command  of  temper,  observe  decorum: 
and  exercise  patienee  under  personal  provocation  ;  the  use  by 
them  of  harsh,  profane  or  insulting  language  on  any  occa- 
sion is  possitively  prohibited. 

9.  Whilst  all  members  of  the  force  are  cautioned  against 
allowing  themselves  to  be  readily  provoked  by  uncivil  or  rude- 
language,  yet  if  the  offence  be  of  an  aggravated  character,  or 
anything  like  an  assault  be  made  or  attempted  on  their  per- 
sons, they  are  authorised  to  arrest  the  offender,  and  take  him. 
to  the  station-house  on  a  charge  of  a  breach  of  the  peace,  or 
assault,  as  the  circumstances  may  warrant.  If  such  arrest  h& 
not  made  at  the  time,  or  if  on  any  occasion  a  member  of  the 
force  desires  to  take  out  a  warrant  for  any  offence  against  his- 
person  or  property,  the  written  consent  of  a  captain  of  the- 
district  must  first  be  obtained,  and  no  complaint  made  by  a, 
member  of  the  force  of  such  offences  shall  be  withdrawn  with- 
out the  written  consent  ef  the  Board  of  Police. 

10.  Police  officers  and  men  are  strictly  fobidden  to  enter 
any  public  bar-room,  or  drinking  room,  except  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duty  ;  nor  can  they  be  allowed  to  smoke  oa 
the  public  streets.  A  charge  of  being  at  any  time  intoxica- 
ted will  be  a  sufficient  ground  for  the  suspension,  and,  if 
proved,  for  the  dismissal  of  any  m  ember  of  the  j)olice  force. 

11 .  Courtesy  of  demeanor  among  all  the  members   of  the 
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police  foree^  as  well  as  respect  to  officers,  is  indispensable  to 
discipline.  Eespect  to  superiors  in  rank  will  not  be  confined 
o  obedience  when  on  active  dnty  ;  but  will  be  manifested  on 
tall  occasions.  Every  officer  and  policeman  will,  therefore, 
be  expected,  on  meeting  or  approaliing  one  of  biglier  rank 
than  himself,  promptly  to  offer  the  customary  salute^  which 
must,  in  all  cases,  be  immediately  and  respectfully  returned. 

12.  The  law  positively  prohibits  every  officer  of  police  and 
policeman  from  receiving  any  money  or  gratuity  or  extra 
compensation  for  any  services  they  may  render,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Police  ;  and  it  provides,  that  all  such 
moneys,  as  any  of  them  maybe  so  permitted  to  receive,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  Board,  in  aid  of  a  fund  for  the  relief  of 
policemen  injured  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties^  and  of 
their  families,  and  for  extra  pay  for  gallantry  and  good  con- 
duct on  extraordinary  occasions.  Members  of  the  force  will 
also  not  be  allowed,  in  that  character,  to  receive  any  compli- 
mentary gift  or  subscription,  Avh ether  tendered  by  members 
of  the  police  force  or  by  other  citizens. 

13.  The  entire  police  force  of  the  city  constitutes  one  body, 
and  any  of  its  officers  and  men  may  be  at  any  time  placed  on 
day  or  night  duty,  temjDorarily  or  permanently,  anywhere 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Police,  without  regard 
to  the  district  to  which  they  may  have  been  before  attached, 
or  to  the  duty  previously  assigned  them.  And  in  making 
promotions,  the  Board  will  look  to  the  whole  force  of  the  next 
grade  in  rank,  without  reference  specially  to  the  district  in 
which  a  vacancy  may  have  occurred,  or  to  the  numbers  by 
which  members  of  the  same  grade  may  be  distinguished  from 
each  other. 

14.  No  officer  or  policeman  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
city,  or  absent  himself  from  duty,  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  Board  of  Police.  If  there  be  no  opportunity  foi* 
making  application  to  the  Board,  such  consent  may  be  given 
by  the  Marshal,  or  Deputy  Marshal,  or  in  cases  of  extreme 
and  pressing  urgency,  by  a  Ca]3tain.  Officers  granting  such 
leave  will  report  the  reasons  for  the  same  to  the  Marshal. — 
Absence  from  duty  without  such  permission  will  subject  the 
party  to  being  reported,  and  tried  for  neglect  of  duty. 

15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  force, 
whenever  he  may  be  called  on  by  an  officer  of  the  same  dis- 
trict of  higher  permanent  rank  or  by  the  Marshal  ,or  Deputy 
Marshal  to  give  all  information  in  his  possession  touching 
any  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  by  any 
other  member  of  the  police  force. 

16.  All  bodies  of  policemen  proceeding  under  charge  of  an 
officer  to  perform  any  service  shall  be  marched  in  military  or- 
der and  preserve  silence. 
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1*?.  No  officer  or  policemen  shall  communicate,  except  as 
idirected  by  his  superior  in  office,  any  information  respecting 
his  instructions,  or  give  to  any  person  any  intimation  or  in- 
formation which  might  enable  any  party  to  escape  from  arrest 
or  punishment  or  facilitate  the  disposing  or  secreting  of  pro- 
perty stolen  or  embezzled. 

18.  All  property  found  in  the  streets  or  elsewhere  by,  or 
which  may  otherwise  come  into  the  possession  of  a  member 
of  the  police  force,  must  be  safely  delivered  to  the  captain  at 
the  station-house  of  the  district,  with  a  special  report  in  rela- 
tion to  the  same. 

19.  Members  of  the  police  force  must  not  serve  any  process 
in  civil  cases,  or  render  assistance  or  interfere  in  any  such 
cases  except  to  prevent  an  immediate  breach  of  the  peace  or 
to  quell  a  disturbance.  If  a  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  a  party 
on  a  criminal  charge  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  sergeant  or 
policeman  by  any  other  authority  than  by  an  officer  of  police 
of  higher  rank,  he  will  deliver  the  same  to  the  officer  in 
command  at  the  station-house,  who  will  designate  by  whom 
it  shall  be  executed.  But  if  the  sergeant  or  policeman  when 
such  warrant  is  placed  in  his  hands  have  an  immediate  op- 
portunity of  making  the  arrest,  or,  if  it  be  necessary  without 
delay  to  arrest  the  party  charged,  to  prevent  his  escape  from 
the  city,  he  will  at  once  execute  the  warrant. 

20.  No  member  of  the  police  force  shall  on  any  occasion 
maltreat  a  prisoner  or  other  person,  by  using  unnecessary 
violence  towards  them. 

21.  Every  member  of  the  police  force  shall  be  protected  in 
his  right  to  entertain  his  own  political  opinions.  But  they 
are  all  required  to  refrain  from  attending  any  primary  or 
other  political  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  making  nominations 
or  promoting  the  election  of  any  public  officers,  or  of  electing 
delegates  to  any  political  convention  ;  neither  can  they  be 
permitted  to  be  delegates  to  any  such  convention,  or  members 
of,  or  connected  with  any  club  or  other  association,  whose 
objects  or  other  purposes  may  have  reference  to  the  nomination 
or  election  of  any  candidate  for  office.  And  it  is  particularly 
enjoined  upon  them  carefully  to  avoid,  at  all  times  and  in  all 
places,  entering  into  any  political  discussion  of  a  character 
which  may  lead  to  recrimination  and  the  use  of  harsh  and  in- 
temperate language.  On  the  days  of  any  elections  held 
under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  or  the  laws  of  the  State,  or 
of  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  officer  of 
police  and  policeman,  whether  specially  assigned  to  attend  at 
the  polls  or  not,  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  repress  disorder, 
and  by  all  lawful  means  in  his  power  to  protect  the  integrity 
of  the  ballot-box,  enforce  the  rights  of  legal  voters,  an  1  pre- 
vent illegal  voting.  Every  officer  and  man  in  command  of 
parties  of  the  police  on  such  days,  will  give  to  each  separate 
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-|o  vote  at  his  proper  election  precinct,  whenever,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  person  in  command^  this  can  he  done  withoufe 
jeopardizing  the  pnMic  peace,  or  of  affording  an  opportunity 
for  creating  disorder,  or  for  a  violation  of  law  by  such  tempo- 
rary diminution  of  his  command, 

22.  No  memher  of  the  police  force  will  he-  allowed  to  make 
or  to  solicit  from  others^  contributions  for  political  purposes. 

23.  Every  member  of  the  force  shall  at  all  times  carry  with 
him  a  memorandum  book,  on  which  he  shall  enter,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  occurrence,  the  names  of  all  persons 
taken  into  custody  by  him,  and  the  nature  of  the  charges  pre- 
ferred against  them,  with  such  particulars  as  will  be  impor- 
tant at  the  trial  of  the  case^  especially  noting  the  names  of 
the  witnesses  present  when  the  alleged  offence  w^as  committed. 
Their  books  will  be  furnished  by  the  Board,  and  must  always 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  officer  of  higher  rank,  and 
returned  as  other  public  property  when  the  party  quits  the 
service,  or  at  any  time  when  demanded  by  the  Marshal,  Depu- 
ty Marshal  or  a  Captain  of  Police. 

24.  Every  member  of  the  police  force  will  be  required  to 
pay  prompt  obedience  to  every  order  that  may  be  given  to 
him  in  the  name  ol  the  Board  of  Police,  by  the  President  or 
President  pro  tern,  of  the  Board, 

25.  Any  officer  may,  if  he  deem  the  occasion  to  require  it, 
suspend  any  subordinate  in  rank  to  himself  for  disobedience 
of  orders,  or  gross  neglect  or  violation  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations; such  suspension  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  here- 
ported,  if  made  by  the  Marshal  or  Deputy,  directly  'bj  the 
Marshal  to  the  Board,  and  if  made  by  any  other  officer,  to 
the  Captain  on  duty  at  the  station  house  of  the  district  to 
Avhich  the  party  suspended  was  attached,  together  with  the 
reasons  for  such  suspension.  Such  report  will,  without  delay, 
be  transmitted  to  the  Marshal,  and  by  him  to  the  Board. — 
An  officer  or  policeman  whilst  under  suspension  must  not 
wear  his  uniform.  Any  officer  or  policeman  specially  detail- 
ed to  command  a  party  may,  for  like  causes,  suspend  any  one 
of  the  same,  or  of  a  subordinate  grade^  who  is  under  his 
orders,  and  shall  make  in  the  same  manner  a  report  of  his 
proceedings. 

26.  Each  officer  and  policeman  will  have  assigned  to  him  a 
separate  number,  to  be  worn  at  all  times  on  the  cap  when  in 
uniform  ;  such  number  indicate  no  permanent  superiority  of 
rank,  and  they  may  at  any  time  be  changed,  as  the  Board 
may  direct.  But  as  it  is  desirable  that,  at  all  times,  when 
two  or  more  are  acting  together,  some  one  of  them  shall,  in 
order  to  prevent  confusion,  be  responsible  for  their  action, 
and  should  consequently  have  for  the  time  being  the  right  to 
give  all  necessary  directions  to  the  others,  the  following  rules 
are  prescribed,  viz, ,  Every  officer  and  policeman  will  at  all  time 


'©"bey  an  order  given  him  by  an  officer  of  liiglier  rank  tlia'R 
himself.  Should  such  order  intei'fere  with  one  previously 
.;given  by  any  other  officer,  the  party  receiving  it  will  respect- 
fully state  that  fact,  but  if  the  last  order  be  then  repeated  hf? 
will  obey  it.  But  if  an  officer  thus  countermands  or  inter- 
feres with  the  execution  of  a  previous  order^  given  by  another 
officer  of  e<^ual  or  superior  rank  to  himself,  he  will  be  respon- 
sible for  so  doing,  and  will  be  req[mred  to  show  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Marshal  that  his  action  was  justified  and  required 
hy  the  urgency  -of  exising  cireum-stan^es, 

a.  Within  the  limits  of  th€  district  to  which  he  is  attached, 
•every  officer  and  policeman  will  be  temporarily  superior  to 
and  will  have  the  right  to  give  directions  to,  all  other  mem- 
bers of  the  force  irom  other  districts  who  may  bo  present,  if 
they  be  of  the  same  or  of  a  lower  permanent  rank  than  him- 
sd.f,  and  such  directions  must  be  observed  and  oboyed, 

■&..  When  officers  and  policeman  of  the  same  district  are 
acting  together  within  its  limits,  the  one  wearing  the  lowest 
number  will  be  temporarily  superior  to  all  others  ©f  higher 
numbers,  'excepting,  however,  that  an  officer  or  policeman 
who  is  at  the  time  on  his  regular,  active  tour  ^of  duty,  shall, 
without  regard  to  number,  take  the  direction  of  all  other  of 
the  same  rank  temporarily  required  to  assist  him,  and  a 
policeman  on  duty  within  his  own  beat  shall,  in  like  manner, 
have  the  direction  of  all  -other  policeman  who  may  be  requir- 
ed to  assist  him,  though  belonging  to  the  same  district, 

c.  When  two  officers  of  equal  rank  are  present  where  any 
duty  is  to  be  performed,  and  neither  of  them  belongs  to  the 
district  in  which  their  action  is  required,  the  officer  of  the 
lowest  number  will  take  the  direction  of  all  others  of  the 
same  or  of  lower  rank, 

d.  The  last  two  above  rules  shall  not  apply  to  any  case  in 
which  the  Marshal  or  Deputy  Marshal,  or  (in  the  absence  of 
instructions  from  them)  the  Captain  on  duty  within  his  dis- 
trict, shall  assign  to  any  particular  officer  or  policeman  the 
command  of  any  part  of  the  force  ordered  on  any  special  ser- 
vice. In  such  cases  the  officer  or  policeman  will  have  the 
command  of  all  others  of  the  same  permanent  rank  with  him- 
self, who  may  be  required  to  assist  him,  and  an  officer  of 
higher  rank,  unless  on  active  duty  at  the  same  place,  shall 
not  interfere  with  an  officer,  so  detailed  to  command,  unless 
it  appear  to  him  that  the  state  of  things  is  such  that  he  ought 
to  take  the  command,  of  v/hich  he  shall  make  a  full  report. 

The  captains,  lieutenants  and  sergeants  are  required  to  see 
that  the  above  rules  as  to  temporary  rank  are  distinctly  ex- 
plained to,  and  understood  by,  every  member  of  the  police 
tbrce  in  their  respective  districts. 

57,     Every  officer  and  policeman  commanding  a  reserve 
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loroe,  whicli  may  on  any  siDecial  occasion  liave  been  ordered 
on  active  duty,  sliall  immediately  on  fhe  return  of  sucii  party 
to  the  station-liouse  call  the  roll,  note  absentees,  if  any^  and 
report  the  same,  together  with  anything  material  that  may 
have  occurred  to  the  Captain  of  the  station-house,  unless  he 
shall  have  been  ordered  to  report  directly  to  the  Marshal  or 
Peputy  Marshal. 

28.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  police  force  will,  in  all 
things,  co-operate  with  and  aid  the  corporate  authorities  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  pay  prompt  and  respectful 
attention  to  all  suggestions  or  requests  made  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  city  or  the  heads  of  the  several  departments.  They  are 
not,  however,  in  order  to  comply  with  any  such  suggestion  or 
request,  to  neglect  any  duty  or  leave  the  post  to  which  their 
previous  orders  or  the  rules  and  regulations  may  have  assign- 
ed them,  but  will,  in  such  case,  report  as  soon  as  practicable 
to  their  immediate  commanding  officer  for  instructions. 

29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  at  times  of  fire  to  place 
ropes,  if  any  be  at  hand,  or  to  establish  guards  across  all 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys  on  which  there  shall  be  any  building 
situated,  on  fire,  and  at  such  other  points  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  and  necessary  ;  and  they  shall  prevent  any  and  all 
persons,  except  owners  and  employees  of  buildings  endanger- 
ed by  the  existing  fire,  and  firemen,  who  shall  be  known  by 
the  badge  of  the  fire  Department  or  Company  to  which  they 
may  belong,  from  entering  within  the  lines  designated  by 
guards  or  ropes, 

30.  The  ordinary  duties  of  Captains  and  of  those  under 
their  command  respectively  are  to  be  j)erformed  within  the 
several  districts  to  which  they  are  attached,  But  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  officer  and  mem.ber  of  the  Police  Force,  when- 
ever there  is  a  call  for  their  services,  to  detail  a  sufficient  par- 
ty, or  if  it  seem  necessary,  to  re23air  in  person  to  any  other 
part  of  the  city  where  their  action  or  assistance  is  actually  re- 
quired. In  such  cases,  the  officers  and  ]3oliceman  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  the  force  is  called  on  to  act,  will  temporarily 
take  rank  of,  and  have  the  right  to  command  all  others  of  the 
same  or  lower  permanent  grade,  as  provided  by  Sec.  26,  sub. 
sec.  a,  of  these  EuLes. 

31.  The  law  provides  for  the  enforcement  by  the  j^olice  of 
the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  so  far  as 
the  same  may  properly  be  enforced  by  a  police  force  ;  special 
instructions  as  to  the  discharge  of  these  duties  will  from  time 
to  time  be  issued. 

32.  Every  officer  and  policeman  will  be  held  resj)onsible 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  him  ;  and  it 
will  not  be  received  as  an  excuse  or  justification  for  anything 
that  he  may  do,  or  omit  to  do,  that  he  followed  the  advice  or 
suggestion  of  any  other  person,   whether  connected   with  the 
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police  force  or  not,  except  when  an  officer  of  higher  rank, 
who  has  the  right  so  to  do^,  may  take  upon  himself  the  re- 
sponsibility of  giving  to  him  direct  and  positive  orders  for 
his  conduct. 

33.  Each  member  of  the  police  force  will  he  furnished  with, 
and  must  keep  in  his  possession  a  copy  of  these  rules  and 
regulations,  with  which  he  must  make  himself  familiar,  in 
order  that  his  duties  may  be  fully  understood.  If  he  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  the  force,  such  copy  will  be  returned  to  the 
Board,  or  to  an  officer  of  police,  as  other  public  property. 

Every  police  officer  and  policeman  is  also  required  to  make 
himself  well  acquainted  with  the  details  of  every  order  issued 
for  his  government,  that  may  at  any  time  be  posted  in  the 
station-house  of  the  district  to  which  he  may  be  attached. 

34.  The  penalty  for  a  wilful  violation  of  any  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board,  or  habitual  inatten- 
tion to  them,  will  in  all  cases  U]3on  conviction,  after  a  hearing 
by  the  Board  of  the  party  charged  with  "disobedience  of  or- 
ders," "violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations,"  or  "neglect 
of  duty,"  be  liable  to  dismissal  from  tlie  service. 

The  Board  may,  if  they  think  fit,  in  view  of  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  any  case,  impose  the  lesser  penalties  of  fine 
and  suspension.  But  they  will  never  consider  any  officer  or 
policeman  as  proper  to  be  retained  in  the  service,  if,  from  the 
evidence  before  them  on  his  trial,  they  shall  arrive  at  the  con- 
clusion that  he  is  unable  or  unwilling  to  discharge  his  whole 
duty,  in  such  manner  as  will  be  creditable  to  the  service,  and 
satisfactory  to  his  superior  officers  and  to  the  Board. 


SPECIAL  DUTIES 


OP 


OFFICERS  AND   POLICEMEN. 


The  foregoing  general  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  such, 
others  as  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  Board,  will  be 
considered  as  binding  on  all  members  of  the  Police  Force,  in 
•every  case  to  which  they  apply.  The  following  Rules  have 
relation  more  particularly  to  the  special  duties  assigned  to 
them  individually. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  MARSHAL. 

1.  The  Marshal  is  the  chief  executive  head  and  command- 
er, under  the  Board  of  Police,  of  the  entire  Police  Force  ; 
and  all  officers  and  members  of  the  same  must  respect  him 
and  obey  his  orders  accordingly.  It  shall  be  his  duty,  under 
the  instructions  of  the  Board,  to  see  that  the  laws  of  the 
State  and  ordinances  of  the  city  are  enforced,  and  that  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board  are  strictly  ob- 
served. 

He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  submit  to  the  Board  for  their 
consideration  all  such  general  orders  as  he  may  deem  it  desi- 
rable to  issue  for  the  better  government  of  the  Police  Force, 
and  if  approved  by  the  Board  shall  see  that  the  same  are 
duly  observed.  In  any  sudden  emergency,  requring  imme- 
diate action,  before  the  Board  can  be  consulted,  he  shall  issue 
such  special  orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent  the 
commission  of  crime,  or  to  preserve  the  public  peace,  and  shall 
as  soon  as  practicable  report  to  the  Board  all  such  orders, 
and  his  proceedings  in  reference  to  the  same. 

He  shall  have  made  out,  and  shall  keep  in  his  office,  such 
copies  or  abstracts  of  all  reports  made  to  him  by  officers  and 
members  of  the  Police  Force  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and 
transmit  the  original  reports  to  the  Board  every  morning,  by 
11  o'clock,  with  such  remarks  and  suggestions  as  he  may 
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think  required.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the 
Board  upon  all  matters  which  he  may  deem  to  require  their 
attention,  and  make  also  such  special  reports  as  they  may  at 
any  time  call  for, 

2.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  repair  in  person  to  all  extensive 
conflagrations,  and  to  the  scene  of  all  serious  riot  or  tumultu- 
ous assemblages,  take  command  of  the  Police  Force  present, 
and  protect  property  and  enforce  the  la  ys. 

3.  He  shall  have  power  to  direct  temporarily  any  or  all  of 
the  Police  Force  to  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board,  where  in  his  opinion  their  services  may 
be  required. 

4.  He  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Police,  when  brought  to 
his  knowledge,  the  presence  of  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease  in  the  city,  or  the  existence  of  any  nuisance  which 
may  be  detrimental  to  the  public  health. 

5.  The  returns  and  reports  of  commanding  officers  of  any 
special  force  detailed  for  service  beyond  the  city  limits,  shall 
be  made  to  the  Marshal. 

6.  He  shall  from  time  to  time,  (not  less  frequently  than 
once  a  month,)  report  to  the  Board  upon  the  condition  of  the 
several  station  houses  as  to  order  and  cleanliness  ^  and  upon 
the  manner  in  which  the  books  are  there  kept. 

7.  When  charges  are  filed  in  his  ofSce,  or  preferred  by 
himself  against  any  member  of  the  police  force,  he  shall  im- 
mediately transmit  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the  party 
making  the  charge,  and  all  the  names  of  witnesses  given 
him,  to  the  Board  of  Police,  for  such  action  thereon  as  they 
may  deem  proper. 

8;  Whenever  the  Marshal  shall  detail  officers  or  policeman 
on  special  duty,  he  shall  notify  in  writing  the  Captains  of 
the  Districts  to  which  they  may  at  the  time  be  attached* 

DEPUTY  MAKSHAL. 

1.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Marshal,  the  Deputy  Mar-* 
shal  shall  have  supervision  of  the  entire  Police  Force,  and  in 
case  of  the  sickness  or  absence  from  the  City  of  the  Marshal, 
shall  exercise  full  command  over  the  Force.  He  will  be 
respected  and  obeyed  accordingly. 

2.  His  duty  shall  be  to  see  that  the  Orders  and  directions 
of  the  Board  of  Police  and  of  the  Marshal,  in  relation  to  the 
dress,  discipline,  deportment  and  duties  of  Members  of  the^ 
Force  are  promptly  obeyed,  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
prescribed  by  them  enforced  throughout  the  City. 

3.  He  shall  attend  at  the  Marshal's  Office  at  such  times, 
and  shall  assist  the  Marshal  by  attending  to  such  parts  of  his 
duties  as  the  latter  may  designate.  He  shall  make  to  the 
Marshal  such  regular  and  special  Reports  as  he  may  direct. 
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4.  He  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours,  visit 
each  station-house,  and  observe  its  condition. 

5.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  any  extensive  conflagration  or 
serious  riot  or  tumultuous  assemblage,  he  shall  repair  to  the 
spot,  and  if  the  Marshal  be  not  present,  take  charge  of  the 
Police  Force,  and  act  as  the  Marshal  is  required  to  do. 
When  the  Marshal  is  on  the  ground,  the  Deputy  will  remain 
and  assist  him,  or  repair  to  the  Office  or  elsewhere  as  the 
Marshal  may  direct. 

CAPTAmS. 

1 .  The  Captains  of  Police  will  be  held  strictly  accountable' 
for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace  in  their  several  dis- 
tricts ;  and  to  insure  good  order,  they  are  invested  with  the 
power  to  post  the  men  under  their  command  in  such  parts  of 
their  respective  districts,  and  assign  to  them  such  duties  as 
they  may  deem  expedient ;  subject  at  all  times,  however,  to 
the  orders  of  the  Marshal  or  Deputy  Marshal.  Captains  will 
also  be  responsible  for  the  condition  of  their  several  station 
houses. 

2.  They  will  exercise  constant  vigilance  over  all  supicious 
houses  and  places  in  their  respective  districts,  and  command 
their  Policemen  to  carefully  note  the  residence,  within 
their  beats,  and  the  conduct  of  all  suspicious  persons.  The' 
Captains  will  keep  a  record  of  the  same,  and  report  the  re- 
sult to  the  Marshal  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  direct. 

3.  They  shall  report  to  the  Marshal  in  writing  all  viola- 
tions of  the  prescribed  rules  and  regulations,  by  any  of  their 
command,  that  may  come  to  their  knowledge. 

4-.  They  shall  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  (and  at  any 
other  times  when  necessary,)  make  out,  and  return  to  the! 
Marshal,  requisitions  for  supplies  of  all  such  articles  as  the 
Board  of  Police  may  authorize  to  be  furnished  for  the  use  of 
the  station-houses,,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  report 
the  quantities  of  each  article  remaining  on  hand  of  sup- 
plies previously  furnished.  They  will  on  the  1st  days  of  May, 
August,  November,  and  February,  in  each  year,  and  also 
whenever  at  other  times  specially  called  on,  return  to  the 
Marshal  an  accurate  inventory  of  all  furniture  and  property 
in,  and  will  state  the  condition  of,  their  respective  station-^ 
houses. 

5.  They  will  beheld  responsible  for  the  cleanliness  of  their 
respective  station-houses  ;  and  will  permit  no  persons  to  re- 
main about  them  but  members  of  the  Police  Force,  or  other 
parties  who  may  have  business  requiring  their  presence  there, 

6.  The  Captain,  or  Officer  at  the  time  in  command  at  each 
station-house,  will  keep  a  Policeman  or  Turnkey  constantly 
stationed  at  the  door,  who  shall  refuse  admittance  to  persons 
not  connected  with  the  Police  Force,  unless  their  visit  is  on 
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l)iismess  relating  to  Police  Matters.  When,  however,  any 
person  arrested  may  be  under  examination,  all  persons  whom 
the  Police  Justice,  the  party  who  made  the  complaint,  or  the 
accused,  may  desire  to  he  examined  as  witnesses,  shall  be 
called  in;  and  the  Captains  will  also  admit  such  friends  of 
the  accused,  to  a  limited  and  not  inconvenient  or  unreasona- 
ble extent,  as  the  latter  may  desire  to  be  present, 

T.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  Captains,  as  of  all  other 
Officers,  to  see  that  their  subordinates  adhere  strictly  to  the 
regulations  respecting  cleanliness  and  neatness  of  uniform 
and  of  person,  and  to  report  in  writing  to  the  Marshal  all 
violations  of  the  same, 

8.  The  captains  will  cause  the  Men  of  their  respective 
commands  to  be  divided  into  such  number  of  Platoons  and 
Sections  as  the  Marshal  shall  direct,  and  designate  the  proper 

Officers  to  command  the  same  ;  and  see  that  such  Officers 
properly  discharge  their  duties. 

9.  They  shall  see  that  all  the  members  of  their  commands, 
are  thoroughly  instructed  in  their  duties,  and  are  acquainted 
with  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  powers  delegated  to  them 
respectively. 

10.  The  roll  shall  be  called  at  the  station-houses,  at  the 
'Commencement  and  at  the  termination  of  each  hour  of  active 
dtity  ;  and  the  Captains  will  cause  the  Men,  as  their  Names 
are  called  for  Patrol  Duty,  to  arrange  themselves  m  line,  that 
they  may  be  inspected  by  the  Sergeants. 

11.  The  Captains  shall  divide  their  respective  Districts, 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Marshal,  into  proper  number  of  pa- 
trol beats,  both  for  day  and  night,  and  designate  the  Men 
for  patix)l  duty  therein  and  the  Sergeants  to  command  them. 
The  beats  shall  be  numbered,  and  records  of  the  same,  and  of 
the  names  of  the  Sergeants  and  Men  assigned  to  each,  be 
kept  at  the  station-houses. 

12.  When  any  person  is  brought  to  a  station-house  charged 
with  any  offence  against  the  laws,  the  Captain  on  duty  will 
ascertain  from  ihe  party  making  the  charge,  whether  the 
alleged  act  constitutes  an  offence  for  which  a  person  may  law- 
fully be  detained,  and  whether  there  is  reasonable  ground  for 
supposing  that  it  was  committed  by  the  party  accused.  If 
satisfied  on  these  points,  he  will  cause  the  party  to  be  de- 
tained in  custody  at  the  station-house,  until  the  case  be  acted 
on  by  the  Police  Magistrate.  If  the  party  has  been  arrested 
under  a  regular  warrant,  he  will  in  all  cases  be  detained 
until  the  case  is  thus  acted  on.  All  persons  who  may  be  le- 
gally remanded  for  a  further  hearing,  or  finally  committed, 
the  Captain  will  cause  to  be  safely  escorted,  and  delivered, 
with  the  proper  order  of  commitment,  to  the  custody  of  the 
Warden  of  the  City  Jail. 
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13.  Captains  will  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  persons? 
arrested  and  bronglit  to  tlieir  station-touses  in  custody 7. 
whether  tlie}^  te  detained  or  not.  On  such  record  shall  be^ 
entered  the  names  of  the  persons  arrested,  those  of  the  par- 
ties who  made  the  charge,  and  the  Officers  who  made  the  ar- 
rest ;  any  special  circumstances  which  may  have  attendedl 
the  same  ;  the  nature  of  the  alleged  offence  ;  the  names  of 
any  persons  given  in  as  witnesses  of  the  same,  and  the  dispo- 
sition made  of  the  case,  viz :  whether  the  party  was  released^ 
and  hy  whom,  or  sent  to  jail. 

If  he  be  detained  at  the  station-house  when  brought  in,  the 
witnesses  present  will  be  notified  to  attend  at  the  next  regu- 
lar hour  for  the  visit  of  the  Police  Justice,  or  at  such  other 
time,  as  he  may  require  their  attendance, 

14.  They  shall  enter  upon  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  a. 
correct  list  of  all  property  found,  or  suppossed  to  be  stolen,  or 
that  for  any  other  cause  may  be  delivered  into  their  posses- 
sion, with  the  name  of  any  supposed  owner.  Such  property 
shall,  within  24  hours,  be  safely  delivered  to  the  Marshal,  or 
such  person,  in  his  office,  as  may  be  authorized  by  him  to  re- 
ceive the  same,  unless  the  Magistrate  require  the  property  to« 
remain  for  a  longer  time  at  the  station-house,  in  which  case- 
it  must  be  safely  cared  for  by  the  Captains. 

A  receipt  is  to  be  given  by  the  Captains  of  whomsoever  the; 
property  is  delivered  to  at  the  Marshall's  office,  to  the  party 
from  whom  it  is  received. 

15.  Every  morning  at  9  o'clock,  the  Captains,  will  reports 
to  the  Marshal  in  writing,  a  detailed  account  of  the  occur- 
rences in  their  several  districts  during  the  preceding  24 
hours,  embracing  the  names  of  absentees  from  roll  call^  the 
names  of  Officers  and  Men  on  duty,  all  violations  of  or- 
ders or  of  standing  regulations,  the  names  of  all  parties  ar- 
rested and  brought  to  the  station-houses  in  custody,  with  the 
offence  charged,  the  Officers  by  whom  the  arrest  was  made, 
and  the  disposition  made  of  each  case  ;  and  any  information, 
they  may  have  received  of  offences  committed  within  their 
districts. 

They  shall  also  report  to  the  Marshal  as  often,  as  circum- 
stances may  require,  throughout  the  day,  any  occurrences  of 
special  interest  in  their  respective  districts. 

16.  On  an  alarm  of  Fire  being  given^  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Captain  on  active  duty  in  the  district,  or  in  an  adjoin- 
ing district,  near  to  the  station-house  of  which  the  Fire  may 
occur,  to  repair  to  the  Fire  with  such  Force,  as  he  may  have, 
at  once  at  command,  and  be  diligent  in  preserving  order,  pro- 
tecting property,  aiding  firemen  to  discharge  their  duty,  and' 
in  carrying  out  the  general  regulations  prescribed  for  cases  of 
I'ire.     When  the  Marshal  or  Deputy  Marshal  are  on  the 
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;'§round,  tlie  Captains  will  place  tliemselves  immediately  un- 
der their  orders. 

17.  In  cases  of  riot  or  any  sudden  emergency  requiring  the 
services  of  the  Police,  the  Captains  on  duty  in  the  districts  in 
or  near  to  which  the  event  occurs,  will  forthwith  proceed  to 
the  place  at  which  the  Police  are  wanted,  with  such  force  as 
they  can  command,  or  with  part  thereof  as  they  may  find  ne- 
cessary, and  he  vigilant  and  prompt  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties. 

18.  The  Captains  will  attend  to  having  all  notices  sent  to 
them 'from  the  Board  of  Police  or  the  Marshal's  Office,  and 
subpoenas  issued  by  the  Police  Magistrates,  promptly  served. 

19.  They  shall  keep  at  the  station-houses,  a  book  in  which 
shall  be  entered  all  complaints  of  violations  of  City  Ordi- 
nances, by  whom  the  violation  is  alleged  to  ha,ve  been  com- 
mitted, the  names  of  the  complainants  and  the  residence  of 
all  the  parties,  and  send  a  copy  of  such  entries  to  the  Marshal 
every  morning  at  or  before  9  o'clock  ;  unless  in  their  judg- 
ment the  circumstances  of  the  case  are  such  as  to  render  it 
proper  immediately  to  make  a  specia,l  report  of  any  case. 

20.  The  CajDtains  shall  have  entered  on  another  Book  to  be 
liept  at  each  station-house,  the  time  that  the  Captains,  Lieu- 
tenants. Sergeants  and  Turnkeys  were  on  duty  at  the  station- 
house,  the  particular  hours  during  which  any  of  them  were 
•engaged  in  visiting  the  beats  of  the  Policemen,  and  those 
during  which  they  were  absent  on  any  special  duty  ;  and  also 
the  names  of  such  of  the  reserved  Police  Force,  as  may  have 
been  detailed  for  any  special  duty,  and  the  time  they  were 
absent  on  such  service. 

21.  All  the  entries  upon  the  Books  and  Eecords  required 
to  be  kept  at  the  station-houses,  shall  be  made  by  the  Lieu- 
tenants or  Sergeants  on  duty  at  the  time  at  the  Stations.  In 
their  absence,  the  Cajjtain  may  designate  any  other  member 
of  the  Force  to  make  such  entries.  But  in  all  cases,  they 
•shall  be  made  under  the  supervision  of  the  Captain  at  the 
time  in  command,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  their  correct- 
ness. All  such  Books  and  Eecords  shall  at  all  times  be  freely 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Marshal,  Deputy  Marshal,  and 
of  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Police. 

22.  The  Captains  will  be  vigilant  in  enforcing  the  laws 
against  lotteries,  gambling  and  selling  liquor  on  the  Sab- 
bath. _  And  whenever  they  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that 
gambling  is  being  carried  on  in  any  house  in  violation  of  the 
law,  or  that  any  Landlord  of  a  Public  House  is  in  the  habit 
of  violating  the  Sunday  liquor  law,  they  shall  despatch  a 
Sergeant  as  often,  as  may  be  necessary  to' ascertain  the  facts. 
They  may  station  a  Policenan,  in  uniform,  near  the  door  of 
any  such  house,  or  in  the  vicinity,  to  observe  who  frequent 
the  samcj  in  order  that  the  necessary  information  mav  be 
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communicated,  when  called  for   by  the  Grand  Jury  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Court. 

23.  They  will  he  particular  in  reporting  to  the  Marshal,  in 
order  that  he  may  promptly  notify  the  proper  city  authori- 
ties, all  violations  of  the  rules  prescribed  for  the  Lighting, 
&c. ,  of  the  City  Lamps,  or  of  any  other  general  regulations 
of  the  heads  of  any  of  the  Departments,,  which  may  be  re- 
ported by  Policemen  or  others. 

24.  On  the  death,  resignation  or  discharge  from  the  Police 
Force  of  any  member  thereof,  other  than  the  Marshal,  Depu- 
ty Marshal,  or  a  Detective,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cap- 
tain at  the  time  on  day  duty,  of  the  district  to  which  such 
member  was  attached,  to  demand  the  surrender  of  the  arms, 
equij^ments',  insignia  of  office,  books  of  regulations,  and  of 
all  other  public  property  belonging  to  the  City  or  to  the 
Board  of  Police,  which  may  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
such  member  ;  for  all  of  which  that  may  be  delivered  to  him, 
the  Captain  will  give  a  receipt,  in  which  he  shall  state  the 
order  and  condition  in  which  he  received  the  same. 

If  such  demand  be  not  promptly  complied  with,  the  Cap- 
tain will  so  report  to  the  Marshal,  in  order  that  the  surety 
on  the  bond  ot  the  party  may  be  notified  of  his  liability. 

25.  In  the  absence  of  a  Captain  form  a  station-house,  all 
his  duties,  as  prescribed  by  the  regulations  at  the  time  in 
force,  will  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  or  Sergeant  who  may 
be  in  command  there,  and  who  will  be  required  strictly  to 
perform  them. 

No  station-house  must  ever  be  left  without  the  presence  of 
a  Captain  or  Lieutenant,  or  in  cases  of  urgency,  of  a  Ser- 
geant. 

LIEUTENANTS. 

1.  The  Lieutenants  will  exercise  all  the  powers  and  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  Captain,  in  the  event  of  the  sickness  or 
absence  of  the  latter  from  their  respective  station-houses  ;  and 
will  see  that  all  the  prescribed  rules  and  regulations  are 
strictly  conformed  to. 

2.  It  will  be  their  duty  to  see  that  the  Sergeants  are  at  all 
times  diligent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  For  this 
purpose  they  shall  visit  the  different  sections  of  their  respec- 
tive districts,  in  such  order  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  any  general  order,  or  as  their  Captains  on  active 
duty  may  direct ;  and  shall  notice  the  deportment  of  the 
members  of  the  police  force,  and  see  that  the  regulations  in 
regard  to  neatness  and  cleanliness  of  uniform  and  person  are 
properly  observed.  They  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Cap- 
tain every  violation  of  the  prescribed  regulations. 

3.  The  Lieutenants  will  at  all  times  act  as  assistants  to, 
and  will  obey  the  orders  of  the  Captains  of  their  respective 
districts. 
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SERGEANTS. 

1.  Sergeants  will  be  held  responsible  for  tlie  omission  of 
policemen  to  conform  to  the  regulations  requiring  neatness  of 
appearance,  and  proper  condition  of  uniform  and  equipments, 
unless  they  promptly  report  such  omissions  to  the  Captains  or 
Lieutenants  of  the  district  to  which  they  are  attached.  They 
must  also  carefully  notice  and  report  any  case  of  neglect  of 
duty  by  the  men  of  their  respective  sections. 

2.  When  ordered  to  the  command  of  policeman  going  to 
their  beats,  the  Sergeants  will  march  them  to  their  respective 
beats  in  military  order,  habitually  in  single  file,  see  them 
properly  placed,  and  instruct  them  as  to  the  extent  of  their 
beats. 

The  Sergeants  on  active  duty  shall  patrol  their  allotted  pre- 
cincts, and  see  each  man  of  their  respective  sections  on  duty 
within  the  same  at  least  once  in  every  two  hours. 

3.  The  Sergeants  will  inspect  every  man  of  their  respective 
sections,  as  soon  as  they  are  formed  in  line,  preparatory  to 
marching  on  patrol  or  any  other  duty,  and  see  that  in  every 
particular  the  regulations  are  complied  with  ;  then  at  the 
proper  hour  proceed  with  them  and  relieve  in  succession  the 
men  previously  on  their  beats,  beginning  with  those  nearest 
the  station-houses,  and  ending  with  the  furthest. 

The  men  thus  relieved  will  remain  on  their  beats,  until  the 
return  of  the  Sergeant,  meet  him  at  such  point  as  he  may 
have  designated,  and  successively  fall  in  with  the  relieved 
section  and  be  marched  to  the  station-houses. 

4.  The  Sergeants  are  strictly  enjoined  to  require  atall  times 
proper  obedience  and  respect  from  their  subordinates  ;  and  on 

,no  occasion  indulge  in  unofficerlike  familiarity  with  them. 
The  particular  attention  of  the  Sergeants  is  called  to  this  reg- 
.ulation. 

POLICEMEK 

1.  Policemen  must  make  themselves  familiar  with  every 
part  of  their  respective  beats;  and  vigilantly  scrutinize  all 
suspicious  persons  they  meet  with,  in  order  that  crime  may  as 
far  as  possible  be  prevented,  and  when  committed,  that  the 
offender  may  be  discovered  and  arrested. 

2.  They  must,  to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  prevent  assaults, 
breaches  of  the  23eace,  and  all  crimes  about  to  be  committed. 
The  frequent  occurrence  of  disorders  on  any  beat,  without  the 
prompt  arrest  of  offenders,  will  afford  grounds  for  attributing 
negligence  to  the  Policeman  on  such  beat,  unless  the  Board 
of  Police  are  satisfied  that  such  a  state  of  things  has  been  ow- 
ing to  causes  beyond  the  Policeman's  control. 

3.  They  will  be  expected  to  acquire  such  knowledge  of  the 
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inliabitants  withiii  their  respective  beats,  as  to  be  enabled  afe 
once  to  recognize  tliem. 

4.  They  must  carefully  examine  every  part  of  their  respec- 
tive beats,  especially  in  the  night  time,  and  see  that  doors  and 
windows  are  not  left  unsecured.  Should  a  Policeman  be 
stopped  or  delayed  in  his  regular  patrol  by  any  special  cause 
requiring  him  to  remain  at  a  particular  place,  he  must  satis- 
fy his  superior  of&cers  that  there  was  cause  for  his  so  remain- 
ing. 

5.  They  shall  strictly  watch  the  conduct  of  all  suspicious 
persons,  or  those  of  known  bad  character  who  may  live  or  be 
found  in  their  several  beats,  and  take  notice  of  the  time  and 
the  particular  part  of  their  beats  where  such  persons  may  be 
seen,  and  of  any  attending  circumstances  worthy  of  notice. 
When  any  serious  offence  shall  be  discovered  to  have  been 
committed,  the  Policemen  shall  state  to  their  respective  Cap- 
tains what  persons  of  such  character  they  may  have  observed 
and  at  what  places. 

6.  They  shall  observe  all  houses  and  places  in  which  they 
may  have  reason  to  think  that  gambling  is  being  carried  on 
in  violation  of  law,  and  report  the  result  of  their  observations 
to  their  commanding  officers. 

7.  All  persons  arrested  must  b©  forthwith  taken  to  the  sta- 
tion-house of  the  district  to  which  the  Policeman  making  the 
arrest  is  attached.  Whenever  any  person  charges  another 
with  the  commission  of  a  crime,  and  requires  the  party  to  be 
taken  into  custody,  the  Policeman  called  on  to  make  the  ar- 
rest shall  require  the  accuser  to  accompany  him  as  a  witness, 
along  with  the  accused  to  the  station-house — or  if  the  former 
be  a  known  responsible  person,  the  Policeman  may  be  satis- 
fied with  his  assurance  that  he  will  immediately  repair  to  the 
station-house.  The  Policeman  will  return  as  soon  as  possible 
to  his  beat,  and  inspect  the  same,  to  see  that  no  depredation 
has  been  committed  in  his  absence. 

8.  No  Policeman  shall  leave  his  beat  until  regularly  re- 
lieved, except  for  the  purpose  of  taking  a  party  arrested  to  the 
station-house,  of  rendering  assistance  when  summoned  by  a 
Policeman  on  a  neighboring  beat,  or  of  interfering  to  prevent 
crime  or  arrest  offenders  in  cases  falling  under  his  own  obser- 
vation, in  the  adjacent  parts  of  neighboring  beats.  Special 
instructions  will  be  given  at  the  station-houses  and  through 
the  Sergeants,  as  to  the  mode  in  which  signals  for  assistance 
are  to  be  made,  and  the  circumstances  under  which  they  are 
to  be  given,  and  to  be  attended  to, 

9.  Whenever  a  Policeman  is  called  from  his  beat  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty,  he  will  return  to  it  without  delay,  as  soon 
as  his  services  elsewhere  can  be  dispensed  with.  Whilst  he  is 
absent,   all  the  Policemen  on  adjoining  beats,   who  may  be 
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aware  of  the  fact,  will,  as  far  as  possible,  extend  their  watch- 
fulness to  his  beat  as  well  as  to  their  own. 

10.  Policemen  must  always  give  their  names  or  show  their 
numbers  to  any  person  who  may  require  them  to  do  so. 

11.  They  must  only  use  their  Batons  or  other  weapons  in 
cases  of  self-defence,  or  of  forcible  or  violent  resistance  to  them 
when  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 

12.  Policemen  detailed  for  special  duty,  will  each  day  make 
a  report  to  the  Captains  of  their  respective  districts,  at  sucli 
hours  as  the  latter  may  designate. 

13.  It  will  be  a  neglect  of  duty  for  a  Policeman  carelessly 
to  lose  any  part  of  his  equipments,  or  insignia  of  office,  his 
copy  of  rules,  memorandum  book,  &c,  ;  or  to  omit  to  make 
an  immediate  report  to  his  commanding  officers  of  the  loss  of 
any  such  articles. 

14.  Policeman  will  carefully  note  and  report  all  drinking 
houses  that  are  kept  open  at  unusually  late  hours,  or  at  which 
they  may  have  reason  to  suppose  that  the  Sunday  liquor  law 
is  violated ;  and  they  shall  also  observe  and  report  anything' 
on  the  streets,  or  elsewhere  within  their  beats  likely  to  pro- 
duce danger  or  public  inconvenience  ;  or  anything  offensive 
or  unpleasant  to  the  residents  within  their  respective  beats. 

In  these,  and  all  other  cases  where  they  may  report  any  of- 
fences or  nuisances,  they  will  also  report,  if  known,  the  name» 
of  one  or  more  credible  witnesses  by  whom  they  may  have 
reason  to  suppose,  evidence  on  the  subject  can  be  given. 

15.  They  are  strictly  enjoined  to  remove  all  persons  found 
begging  in  the  streets,  and  at  or  about  the  entrances  to  Ho- 
tels and  Public  Buildings,  or  at  Steamboat  Landings  and 
Eailroad  Depots,  and  to  take  them  to  the  station-houses  of 
their  respective  Districts,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Officers^ 
there  in  command,  as  the  law  provides. 

16.  Policemen  will  be  vigilant  in  performing  the  duties: 
prescribed  in  section  29  of  the  ''General  Eules  and  Eegula- 
tions"  in  cases  of  fire.  They  will  observe  the  following, 
directions  as  to  giving  alarms  through  the  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph. 

Whilst  something  must  always  be  left  to  their  own  discre- 
tion as  to  the  propriety  of  giving  an  alarm,  they  will  in  or- 
dinary cases  observe  the  following  precautions  : 

a.  If  assured  by  a  known  and  responsible  person  that  it  is 
proper  to  call  out  the  Fire  Department,  a  Policeman  having 
a  key  to  the  Alarm  Boxes,  will  give  the  alarm  ;  taking  care 
to  note  the  name  and  residence  of  his  informant,  which  he 
shall  give  to  any  officer  of  the  Fire  Department  who  may 
ask  it. 

5.  If  a  stranger,  or  one  in  whom  a  policeman  may  not 
have  full  confidence,  requests  an  alarm  to  be  given,  the  lat- 
ter should  first  ascertain,  by  personal  observation,  that  it  is 
proper  to  do  so.     If,  however,  the  alleged  fire  is  not  close  at 
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hand,  and  the  informer  is  willing  to  remain  with  the  police- 
man Until  the  facts  are  ascertained,  the  latter  will  then  be 
excused  for  giving  the  alarm,  should  it  prove  to  be  false  ;  but 
he  will  take  care  th?.t  such  informer  does  not  leave  his  side, 
until  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  his  statement  was  correct  ;■ 
and  should  he  attempt  to  do  so,  the  policeman  will  arrest  him 
on  charge  of  raising  a  false  alarm,  and  will  hand  him  over  to 
the  officers  of  the  Fire  Department  on  their  arrival, 

c.  Unless  a  fire  is  distinctly  visible  from  the  bos  at  which 
an  alarm  is  given ,  the  policeman  will  remain  at  the  box  un- 
til the  arrival  of  the  Fire  Department,  that  he  may  direct  the 
engines  to  the  proper  place. 

d.  Policeman  will  always  be  j)articularly  on  their  guard  to 
avoid  being  induced  to  give  an  alarm  on  account  of  a  burning 
chimnej^,  or  the  existence  of  any  other  fire,  which  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  may  be  extinguished  by  those  who 
may  be  present,  without-tlie  aid  of  the  Fire  DeiDartment.  On 
the  other  hand,  when  the  services  of  the  latter  are  believed  to 
be  really  req^uired,  no  time  should  be  lost  in  giving  an  alarm. 

All  policemen  must  make  themselves  well  acquainted  with 
the  location  of  all  alarm  boxes  on  or  near  the  confines  of  their 
respective  beats.  Those  having  keys  will  be  particularly  in- 
structed by  the  Sergeants  as  to  the  mode  of  giving  alarms  ; 
and  as  to  the  duty  of  one  of  them  attending  at  each  boxj 
every  day  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  prcisely,  to  ascertain  that  the 
boxes  and  telegraph  wires  are  in  order. 

All  policemen  on  night  duty,  will  be  particularly  careful 
to  call  up  with  the  least  possible  delay  all  Members  of  the 
Fire  Department  residing  on  or  immediately  adjoining  their 
several  beats,  who  may  have  left  their  names  and  residences 
at  the  station-houses,  with  a  request  to  be  called  when  there 
is  an  alarm  of  fire.  Policemen  must  make  themselves  famil- 
iar with  the  residences  of  all  such  persons.  They  will  also 
on  other  occasions  call  persons  attached  to  other  city  depart- 
ments, who  may  in  like  manner  have  signified  their  wishes. 

17.  Notices  will  be  placed  in  the  station-houses  of  the 
hours  at  which  the  city  lamps  are  required  to  be  lighted  and 
extinguished,  and  policemen  will  carefully  note  and  report 
■all  violations  of  such  rules,  and  all  broken  or  defective  lamps. 

18.  Policemen,  when  on  a  tour  of  service,  must  not,  except 
when  on  duty  together,  walk  or  talk  with  each  other,  or 
with  any  other  person  whom  they  may  meet  on  any  part  of 
their  beats,  unless  it  be  to  receive  or  communicate  informa- 
tion appertaining  to  their  duty  or  to  answer  civily  but  briefly 
questions  of  strangers  or  citizens  really  requirin  g  their  assistance 
or  direction.  They  must  not  under  any  circumstances,  un- 
less in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  stop  at  the  corners  of 
the  streets,  or  linger  on  their  routes,  or  enter  any  house,  but 
are  expected  constantly  to  patrol  their  beats.
